We  read  the  history  of  the  first  French 
revolution  or  the  First  Empire  as  if  it 
was  a  romance,  and  wonder  at  thestraDge 
vicissitudes  that  overtook  the  actors  in 
those  changeful  times  ;  but  French  his¬ 
tory  has  not  a  more  romantic  page  than 
that  recording  the  events  that  have  be¬ 
fallen  the  beautiful  Eugenie  do  Montijo, 
through  her  days  of  glory  and  her  days 
of  sorrow.  Sought  at  an  early  age  and 
from  a  comparatively  poor  family  to 
adorn  a  court — loved  by  an  Emperor, 
once  a  Regent  of  France,  now  a  widow 
and  an  exile,  living  on  her  memories  of 
the  past  aud  her  hopes  for  the  future. 

Fifteen  j'ears  ago  the  Empress  Euge¬ 
nie  was  considered  one  of  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  women  in  Europe.  Iu  the  brilliant 
court  of  the  Tuileries  there  was  no  lady 
who,  aside  from  her  exalted  position,  at¬ 
tracted  more  attention.  In  person  the 
Empress  was  tall  without  being  conspic¬ 
uous,  as  graceful  as  ever  woman  was  made 
and  as  gracious  iu  her  manner  at  she  was 
beautiful.  Her  face  was  rather  too  long 
for  a  perfect  oval  ;  her  neck  aud  shoul¬ 
ders  are  as  well  turned  as  ever  sculptor 
mado  ;  her  Imir  was  abundant  and  of  a 
rnh  golden  brown— like  the  inside  shell 
of  a  newly  opened  chestnut  ;  her  eyes  of 
that  grayish  hrowu  that  look  almost  black 
by  night ;  her  mouth  delicate  aud  well 
formed,  and  her  smile  indescribably  win¬ 
ning.  That  was  the  Empress  as  she  ap¬ 
peared  in  those  pulmly  days  of  the  Em¬ 
pire,  whon  she  was  the  pride  of  all  the 
French,  to  whose  interests  she  had  con¬ 
secrated  her  life  and  to  whose  throne  she 
had  given  an  heir. 

^  nstly  different  she  appeared  in  the 
summer  of  1873,  when  I  again  saw  kerin 


publique  !”  were  cries  that  were  heard  in 
every  part.  Who  was  that  pale-faced 
woman,  all  in  black,  bnt  looking  proud 
and  happy  under  a  widow’s  cap, whom  the 
young  Prince  led  forward  to  the  front  of 
the  dais  ?  The  same  Eugenie  de  Monti¬ 
jo  who  was  once  Empress  of  the  French. 
It  was  all  the  old  grace  of  the  Tuileries 
in  her  acknowledgment  of  the  plaudits. 
Her  youth  bud  come  again,  and  there  was 
a  flush  of  color  in  her  pale  cheeks.  Tho 
representatives  of  lea  Halle*  came  forward 
and  saluted  the  Prince,  and  the  Empress 
put  forth  her  hand  to  the  market  worneu 
— their  sympathies  were  ene.  Then  came 
the  speech  of  the  Prince  in  a  clear  manly 
voice,  audible  in  every  part  of  the  im¬ 
mense  tent :  “When  the  people  are  ready 
to  call  me  I  am  ready  to  go. "  That  was 
the  sum  of  it.  When  this  was  answered 
by  the  crowd  with  their  emphatic  “a  Pa¬ 
ris  !  a  Paris  !”  the  Prince  turned  again 
to  his  mother,  led  her  forward, fend  then 
the  revolutionary  cry  for  the  restoration 
of  tho  Empire  changed  to  •  loyal  tribute 
to  her  grace  and  beauty  and  goodness  ; 
and  once  more  rend  the  air  the  voices  of 
five  thousand  crying,  “Vive  1’Impera- 
trice  !”  Nor  ia  the  beautiful  Empress 
forgotten  or  less  beloved  than  of  yore 
among  her  old  subjects.  When  her  fete 
day  came,  some  time  in  the  last  Novem¬ 
ber,  tho  Imperialist  Church  of  St.  Au¬ 
gustin  was  crowded  to  its  fullest,  and 
never  was  a  heartier  amen  said  than  when 
the  prayer  went  up  for  the  exiled  Eu¬ 
genio. 

Iu  ChiHelburst  the  ox -Km  press  is  look¬ 
ed  upon  not  with  strange  awk,  bnt  with 
love  und  tenderness.  She  has  been  a 
saint  to  tho  poor  of  the  neighborhood. 
She  has  never  known  a  case  of  want  with¬ 
out  an  attempt  to  relieve  it.  She  is  the 
friend  of  the  Queeu  of  England,  and  the 
people  recognize  and  sanction  the  friend¬ 
ship.  As  I  was  on  my  way  to£he  station 
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after  that  exciting  day  I  m«k 
whose  family  had  been  taken 
care  of  the  Empress  because 
and  uufurtunnte,  had  had  sr 
death  in  his  house.  “Ah, 

“there  is  no  better  woman  li' 
bleat  her — God  bless  her  !  she 
to  us  like  an  angel." 

The  ex-Em  press  speaks  English  per¬ 
fectly,  and  to  her  neighbors  ahkhan  been 

have  learned  a 
vheu  they  shout 
“God  hiivo  tho  Queen  !"  supplement  it 
with  another  cry,  quite  new  to  English 
lips,  and  raise  their  voices  in  a  hearty 
“Vive  lTuiperutrice  !"

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Baden-Baden,  whither  she  had  come  to 
drink  the  healing  waters  of  the  place. 

There  waa  still  a  great  degree  of  beautv 
iu  her  face,  but  it  was  of  u  different  kind. 

It  was  the  beauty,  the  ineffable  sweetness 
which  sorrow  leaves  written  on  the  face 
when  sorrow  is  accepted  as  from  God. 

Every  day  we  saw  the  same  little  group 
walking  in  the  park.  A  woman  in 
widow’s  weeds  who  walked  with  a  stick —

ence,  to  whom  even  the  peasants  and  phrase  of  French,  and 
gardeners  lifted  their  hats,  and  before 
whom  courtly  old  beans  bowed  to  the 
ground  as  they  stood  uncovered  for 
her  to  pass.  In  an  almost  informal 
audience  granted  to  our  party  after¬ 
wards  there  was  an  opportunity  to  study 
the  ex-Em  press  more  closely.  She  was 
gracious,  graceful,  afftble  as  of  old, 
but  through  all  one  could  see  a  shade  of 
sadness.  She  had  an  air  of  a  disappoint¬ 
ed  woman,  but  not  oue  deprived  of  hope. 

Of  the  young  Prince  and  of  the  dead 
Emperor  she  spoke  frequently  and  with 

great,  tenderness.  “There  is  only  my  8end  him  the  be«  one 
son  and  France  to  live  for  now,"  she  said, 

“and  their  interests  ara  one.”  Sho  spoke 
of  the  young  Prince’s  devotion  to  her- | 
self,  and  every  accent  showed  how  proud 
and  hopeful  she  was  for  him.  Of  course 
French  politics  was  a  subject  that  could 
not  be  broached  except  in  tho  most  gen¬ 
eral  way,  but  it  was  quite  wonderful  to 
see  how  much  faith  the  Empress  had  in 
the  good-will  and  good  sense  of  French 
peoule,  when  left  to  themselves  and  not 
deceived  by  demagogic  leaders.  Of 
America,  the  greatest  entbusiat-t  could 
not  have  spoken  more  pleasantly.  The 
Emperor’s  fondness  for  Americans  and 
the  kind' hospitality  that  he  received 
while  living  with  us  was  a  theme  of  which 
the  Empress  never  seemed  to  tire.  Her 
earnestness  forbade  us  to  believe  that  it 
was  only  politeness  that  made  her  speak 
so. 

On  the  16th  of  March  of  last  year  I  waa 
at  Chiselhurst.  The  Frincelmperial  cel¬ 
ebrated  bis  majority,  and  thousands  of 
loyal  Frenchmen  came  to  pay  their  re¬ 
spects  to  the  Empress  they  had  loved, 
the  Prince  they  hoped  for,  and  to  visit 
the  tomb  of  the  Emperor  they  had  lost. 

The  broad  grounds  were  crowded.  Every 
department  of  France  sent  delegations. 
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Then  I  saw  the  empress  for  the  third 
time. 

Chiselhurst,  the  beautiful,  quiet  little 
Kentish  town,  had  never  known  such  an 
event.  Each  train  from  London  brought 
down  crowds,  and  of  all  classes,  from  the 
prince  to  the  peasant.  Even  the  women 
of  the  Parisian  markets  sent  their  repre¬ 
sentative  ;  and  les  dames  dts  Halles  were 
represented  by  the  oldest  of  their  num¬ 
ber,  who  came  in  her  plaid  shawl  and 
quaint  head-dress  to  salute  the  aame 
young  Prince  whom  she  was  the  first  to 
kiss  after  his  baptism.  It  was  a  scene 
not  to  be  forgetten.  Tho  whole  route 
from  Camden  House  to  the  little  chapel 
was  lined  with  Imperialists.  The  Em¬ 
peror's  tomb  with  violets  and  immortel¬ 
les.  The  grounds  of  Camden  House  were 
filled  with  those  who  loved  Nepoleon  HI. 
and  came  to  pay  their  respects  to  Na¬ 
poleon  IV. 
noble  the  young  Prince  looked  that  day. 
On  his  breast  he  wore  the  Grand  Star  of 
the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  his  heart  waa 
covered  with  its  cordon.  As  he  entered 
the  pavilion  a  shout  of  welcome  went  up 
from  the  assembly  of  five  thousand.

Maxims  Worth  Knowing. 

Administrators  are  liable  to  account 
for  iutereet  of  funds  in  their  hands,  al¬ 
though  no  profit  should  have  been  made 
upon  them,  unless  the  exigencies  of  the 
estate  rendered  it  prndent  that  they 
should  hold  the  funds  uninvested. 

When  a  house  is  rendered  untenanta¬ 
ble  in  consequence  of  improvements 
made  on  the  adjoiuiug  lot,  the  owner  of 
such  cannot  recover  damages,  because  he 
had  knowledge  of  the  approaching 
danger  in  time  to  protect  himself  from 
it. 

A  person  who  has  been  led  to  sell 
goods  by  means  of  false  pretense  can  not 
recover  them  from  one  who  has  purchas¬ 
ed  them  in  good  faith  from  the  fraudu¬ 
lent  vender. 

Permanent  erections  and  fixtures  made 
by  a  mortgagee  after  the  execution  of 
the  mortgage  upon  land  conveyed  by  it, 
become  a  part  of  the  mortgaged  premi¬ 
ses. 

A  seller  of  goods,  chattels  or  other 
property  commits  no  fraud  in  law  when 
he  neglects  to  tell  the  purchaser  of  any 
flaws,  defects  or  unsouuduess  in  the 
same. 

An  agreement  by  the  holder  of  a  note 
to  give  the  principal  debtor  time  for  pay¬ 
ment,  without  depriving  him  of  the 
right  to  serve,  does  not  discharge  the 
surety. 

The  opin'dn  of  witnesses  ss  to  the  val¬ 
ue  of  a  dog  tltut  has  been  killed  is  not 
admissible  in  evidence.  The  value  of 
the  dog  is  to  be  decided  by  the  jury. 

Money  paid  for  the  purpose  of  settling 
or  compounding  a  prosecution  for  a  sup¬ 
posed  ftdony  cannot  bo  recovered  back 
by  the  pnrty  paying  it. 

A  daydtook  copied  from  a  “blotter"  in 
which  original  charges  are  first  made 
will  not  be  received  iu  evidence  as  it  (took 
of  original  entries. 

A  stamp  impressed  upon  an  instrument 
by  way  of  a  seal  is  as  good  as  a  seal,  if  it 
creates  a  durable  impression  in  the  text¬ 
ure  of  the  paper.  **■ 

If  any  person  put  a  fence  on  or  plows 
the  land  of  another,  he  is  liable  to  tres¬ 
pass,  whether  the  owner  has  sustained 
injury  or  not. 

A  private  person  may  obtain  nn  in- 
others. 

If  a  person  who  is  unable  from  illness 
to  sign  his  will  has  hi*  hand  guided  in 
making  his  mark  his  signature  is  valid. 

Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  residing  iu 
any  incorporated  town,  ure  not  exempt 
from  jury,  military  or  fire  service*. 

A  wife  cunoot  be  convicted  of  receiv¬ 
ing  stolen  goods  when  she  received  them 
from  her  husband. 

An  agent  is  liable  to  his  principal*  for 
Ioms  caused  by  his  misstatetneuts,  though 
UDinteutionnl. 

All  cattle  found  at  largo  upon  the  pub¬ 
lic  road  can  be  driven  by  any  person  to 
the  public  pound. 

No  man  is  under  obligation  to  make 
known  his  circumstances  wlieu  heis  buy¬ 
ing  goods. 

The  fruit  and  grass  on  the  farm  or 
garden  of  an  intestate  descend  to  the 
heir.
